Trains Renumbered, 
Schedule Changed, 
But Continue Service 

"Good" weekend residents and 
shopper traffic is credited with 
keeping passenger service in An- 
tioch by the Soo Line says Led 
Sorensen, station agent here. 

Plans to drop a good number 
of passenger stations on the line 
from Duluth to Chicago were ap- 
proved by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission recently. But the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Vil- 
lage of Antioch protested and the 
railroad, in checking its figures, 
found that the local stop did have a 
higher volume than many other sta- 
tions. 

A NEW TRAIN schedule will go 
Into effect on Tuesday, Jan. with 
trains arriving here from Chicago 
daily except Saturday at 10:57 p. m. 
Trains will leave for Chicago from 
the Antioch depot at 8:31 a. m. daily 
except Sunday, Sorensen said. 

Train times formerly were No. 2 
left Antioch at 7:05 p. m. and No. 1 
left Antioch at 2:35 a.m. 

The Antioch stop will be the only 
one between Burlington and Schiller 
Park on the Duluth to Chicago run 
of the railroad. 

The trains making the local stop 
will also be renumbered in the move 
Sorensen said. Trains 17 and 18 
will be discontinued and replaced 
with trains 3 and 4. ' 

THE NEW SCHEDULE will be 
aa follows: 

Train No. 3, leaves Chicago daily 
except Saturday at 9:30 p.m., will 
atop at Forest Park at 9:53, Schiller 
Park at 10:08, Antioch, 10:57 p.m., 
Burlington, 11:25 and Duluth at 10:25 
a. m. the next day. 

Train No. 4 will leave Duluth at 
9:40 p.m. daily except Saturday and 
will stop at Burlington at 8:02 a.m. 
(except Sunday), Antioch at 8:31 
a.m.. Schiller Park, 9:19 a.m., Forest 
Park, 9:35 a.m., and Chicago arrival 
at 10:10 a.m. 

Express shipments will continue 
to be handled out of the Antioch 
depot as has been done in the past, 
Sorensen added.

Postoffice at Trevor Has 
Sadness, Joy This Season 



The problems of the Post Office 
are compounded at Christmas, 

People try hard to follow the rules 
but in moat cases the little things 
they. do wrong comes at the wrong 
time. 

In *nwll post officer such as at 
Trevor, Wis., some things have been 
funny, some perplexing, some almost 
tragic, says Mrs. Florence Dexter, 
postmistress. 

AT CHRISTMAS it speedy mail 
service to tie all greeting cards in a 
bundle and have them sorted for 
"All Out of Town Delivery" or for 
"All Local Delivery." People do it 
pretty well, Mrs. Dexter says, but 
when the cards are turned all ways, 
addresses up and addresses down, 
the post office job is just a little 
more difficult. 

And about the twine used for ty- 
ing. "A good string is OK," she 
adds, "but one came in here v/ith

Holiday Dessert Problems 

If you're like many cooks, you're ' this and have given the recipe to

Here is Mrs. Novotny's favorite 
recipe which she wants to share with 
other readers of The Antioeh News: 



APPLE STRUDEL 
2 cups Hour 
Pinch lolt 
2 egg yolks 
Vl cup sweet butter 
'/a cup cold water 
Mi* all ingredients together and let stand overnight in refrigerator. In tho 
morning cut in 3 parts. 

Roll each part as thtn as you can on floured board. Brush with melted but- 
ter and add sliced apples. Sprinkle with buttered bread crumbs ar cookie crumbs, 
sugar, cinnamon, laisins and chapped nuts or almond slivers. 

Roll up tightly like a jelly roll and put on cookie sheet lined with foil and 
brush wlfh melted butter. 

Bako in 375-400° oven for 35 minutes. Baste about 3 times during the 
baking with melted butter. Caol and serve. 

This Is enough for 3 strudels. Can also use cottage cheese, poppy seed or 
piune fillings. You can save one or two parts for baking the next day.

Men economical gasoline engines 
may result from a research proj- 
ect by Dr. A, W. Husaman, pro- 
fessor of engineering research, 
under a grant from the Depart- 
ment of Ordnance, U. S. Army. 

The disadvantage of a apark- 
Ignltlon gasoline engine, Dr. 
Husaman explains, is that it must 
operate under all load conditions 
with almost the same air-fuel 
ratio. Aa a result, It Is necessary 
to throttle the air to decrease the 
engine output and this la a waste- 
ful process and accounts for the 
poor road economy of our present 
over-sized ear engines.
